Collateral issues were injected into 
the debate from time to time but the 
burden of the differences of op inion 
centered around the construction of 
the constitution which in one section, 
sp ecifically 
enum erates 
conditions 
which disqualify an ap p licant, and in 
another, m akes each branch of con­ 
gress the judge of the election returns 
and qualifications of its own member. 
The question was whether the sen­ 
ate had limited or unlimited p ower in 
p assing up on admission of a senator- 
elect or designated.

Is Brought From Canada

For many y ears it was thought that 
Grimm was the hardiest known v a­ 
riety of alfalfa and, for that reason, 
was most desirable for this region, but 
i recently Ontario Variegated, although 
not 
a new 
v ariety , 
lias 
come 
into 
I prominence and has prov ed itself fully 
as hardy as Grimm, according to Prof. 
| L. A. Dalton at the New York state 
college of agriculture at Ithaca, N. Y. 
When 
Grimm was considered the 
only good v ariety to plant, the farm­ 
ers hud to pay high prices, and, fre­ 
quently , they resorted to common al­ 
falfa 
as a 
substitute. 
The common 
alfalfa, 
howev er, 
came 
from 
many 
i sources where the climate was mild, 
and therefore the seed was unadapted 
to our sev ere winters. 
Although 
Ontario 
Variegated 
has 
been grown in Canada for half a cen- 
! tury , 
the 
production 
has 
not 
been 
large enough to meet the demand from 
the United States until 
during the 
past fiv e y ears. 
Ontario Variegated is like Grimm so 
far as one can tell, say s Professor 
Dalton, and this has a bearing on the 
1 question

Grimm is higher priced,

Value of Horse Manure 
When Properly Cared For 
Ex periments at Purdue univ ersity 
indicate that when properly cared for, 
the manure from a well-fed horse is 
worth $14.75 per y ear; from a dairy 
cow $18 .75; from other cattle $11.60; 
from a sheep $2.25; and from a hog 
$2.10. 
At present, howev er, only 
a 
few farmers are realizing these v al­ 
ues because they do not care for the 
manure 
properly . 
Ov er half the total fertilizing v alue 
of the manure, solid and liquid, Is con­ 
tained in the urine: therefore ev ery 
reasonable precaution should be taken 
to prev ent Its loss.

General Benjamin F. Butler, at the 
request o f the secretary o f war, un­ 
derto o k with the aid o f so me yo ung 
friends in Lo well, Massachusetts, to 
make a go o d article o f flag bunting. A 
man was sent to England to learn the 
pro cess o f making it.
